The following story conies from 


Waterloo, la.: The members of tbe . 
Presbyterian church decided to erect settlement 
a now place of worship. Stone was """ thev 


scarce—in fact, there were no quar- 
ries and no rock suitable for build- 
ing purposes aigh at hand. At last 
their attention was called to what 
was apparently a large bowlder 
which stood in the middle of a plain 
about eight miles from tbe town. 
This huge mass c«. rock was like an 
island in the midHi of a vast sea. 
About eight feet of it projected 
above ground. 
Tbe work of exca- 


vating this gigantic bowlder was at 
once begun. When exposed to view, 
it was found to be 28 feet high, 30 
feet long and 20 feet wide. On this 
monolith the workmen began their 
labors with drill, hammer and dyna- 
mite, and tbe enormous lock was 
converted into building stones. The 
pieces were conveyed to the town, 
and before long a wonderful meta- 
morphosis was apparent, and then 
this giant bowlder, after resting un- 
disturbed for countless years and 
buried by the deposits of ages, was 
transformed into a beautiful church. 
In its rough state this great rock is 
estimated to have weighed more 
than 2,500 tons. 


To build « church from inateria 


taken from one bowlder is certainly 
surprising, but not so much BO as to 
build and complete a large wooden 
church from the timber of a single 
tree, no other lumber from any 
source being used, the building be- 
iug tb« largest church edifice in the 
country. This building is situated 
in Santa Rosa, Cal., and was erected 
tor thc members of the Baptist com- 
munion of that place.

report tho discoveries of gold at Cook 
inlot. Niiifty miners coming from the 
newly discovered placer digging--, have 
brought $200,000 in gold nnsigeta and 
dust to the capital of the territory. Tho 
largest nugget is worth a little less than 
|iOO. 


Tho miners are reticent about their 


affairs, indicating that they desire to 
keep secret the exact location of their 
claims. The discoveries, however, make 
it certain that that district and Prince 
William's sound and the Copper river 
country will divide attention witb the 
Klondike next year. 


Cook inlet has been designated the 


garden spot of Alaska. It pnts in from 
the northern Pacific ocean about 500 
miles north-west from Sitka and washes 
the foothills of the Alaskan range on 
the northwest and the lowlands of the 
Kenai mountains on the southeast. It is 
known that all this region is admirably 
adapted for agricultural and stock rais- 
ing industries— that is, from an Alas- 
kan standpoint 
The gold discoveries 


will greatly add to its value. 


The surrounding country is watered 


by a great number of rivers, the princi- 
pal ones being the Kassttof, the Kahnu, 
the Kinik and the Susketro.- At tbe 
months of all these are native villages. 
In addition to these are numberless un- 
named streams flowing from the moun- 
tains into the inlet. 


It has been rumored for many years 


that there were valuable placers there 
abonts, and coal deposits were known 
to exist The fact, however, that Sitka 
was the northern terminal point for 
vessels engaged in the Alaska trade and 
that to reach Cook inlet required the 
chartering of a craft specially for the 
trip has hitherto retarded explorationa 


On ^the western side of the inlet the 


main Alaskan chain of mountains rises 
abruptly from the sea in steep ridges 
and peaks, tiie highest of these Doing 
the Ecdoubte and the Plyanma moun- 
tains, both emitting smoke. 


Only at two points along this coast 


within the inlet does lowland inter- 
vene between the mountains and the 
shore. atTiyouok and at Kustatau, both 
of which localities have been utilized 
by the natives for establishing settle- 
ments. 
Two distinct and continuous lines oi 


"watermark" can be observed along 
the whole of this chain, oue at an alti- 
tude of 1,000 feet, the other perhaps 
500 or 600 feet above- Both of these 
lines show the effect of the wash of tbe 
ocean for ages, together with many 
petrifactions of mollnsk and other ma- 
rine life. It would afford a highly '-n 
teresting field of research for geologists.

A Buenos Ayres correspondent, 


writing to ".American Trade'"— en 
authorized publication nnder the 
auspices of the National Association 
of Manufacturers— speaks very en- 
couragingly of the Improving pros. 
pects of business in the Argentine 
Republic following upon good harvest 
Indications and fair prices; but he 
adds: __ 
~ With nearly" everything pointing 
toward thrifty and prosperous times 
to the Argentine, I cannot refrain 
from saving to you that our (Ameri- 
can) interests are seriously threat- 
ened by this government taking re 
taitatory measures against .President 
McElBiey's protection and reciproci- 
ty wsbemes. A duty of 5 per cent 
is put oa agricultural machinery, 
heretofore free, with a possible— and 
I might say probable— further duty 
of &0 per cent, on this class of goods 
coming from the States. Our pine 
lumber Is also to be the recipient of 
Argentine dlsplearcre—two exceed 
lagly important Items IB our com- 
merce with Argeotwe. 
Such dis- 


criminating duties are bound to turn 
the tide of commerce; the agrical 
tural Implement trade will go to En- 
g'aod and Germany, the lumber to 
Canada. There are other lines simi- 
larly threatened, ksroesne IB partlc 
nlar, but that will take care of Itself, 
•* ;«• 9u;!u'i ssppiy I* pr*c»!saUy 
under the eoatrol of the Standard 


in Allen street claimed that it took 
in $800 a week on installment accounts. 


The contract of sale in each cases 


contains a clause which makes the ob- 
ject sold continue to be the property of 
the seller until the last installment is 
paid, and in this way tho purchaser be- 
comes liable for arrest and imprison- 
ment for conversion if he tails to pay 
end deciiues or is unable to return the 
article. As the amount of the sale is 
frequently less than $5 and the pur- 
chaser usually altogether ignorant of 
the law and of the wording of the con- 
tract this right of execution against hia 
body is a great injustice and affords an 
opportunity for gross oppression. 


It is a well established fact that the 


price of most articles sold in this way ia 
placed at an extravagant figure. Thus 
in furniture an advance of 24 per cent 
on the cash price is common. 


Your committee 'is informed that 


some firms engaged in this businesa are 
very lenient with thgir customers dur- 
ing the first weeks or months of the ar- 
rangement, but toward the end insist on 
the payment of installments in full up- 
on the very day. The object of this ia 
to avoid taking back the goods until a 
large sum luis been paid on account. 
Your committee baa been told of cases 
in which ihe goods were taken back 
when $93 had been already paid on a 
flOO purchase, ?-nd where' $48 had been 
paid on a $50 purchase, and |9.50 on a 
$10 purchase. 


Yonr committee recommends: (1) 


That a bill be prepared and presented 
to the next legislature abolishing im- 
prisonment in cases of sales on the in- 
stallment plan for an amount not ex- 
ceeding $50 and in cases of furniture or 
clothing to any amount; (2) that the 
public bo warned of the danger of arrest 
which purchasers incur when they buy 
articles on the installment plan, and 
that their attention be called to the fact 
that they arc always obliged in thii 
way t« pay aa• extravagant price; (3) 
that the public be also earnestly advised 
not to sinn any installment contract I - 
wituuui having IM provisions first care- " 
folly explained and if necessary trans- 
lated by a competent and trustworthy 
friend, go that the buyer may know 
precisely what obligations he assumes 
and what consequences may follow; (4) 
that with this end in view this report

field for 8 hours' work. 


On the Brooklyn bridge cars the men 


get $2. 76 per day for 8 hours' work -tod 
two uniforms free per annum. 


A private company aims at profit, 


whereas a public institution exists for 
service. Well paid labor and contented 
citizenship are of the first importance 
to the community, and the employees 
are part of the people fee -whose benefit 
the municipal railway cr other public 
institution exists, are partners in it 
in fact, with a share in its control, and 
the consequence of these united facts is 
a powerful tendency to shorten boors, 
raise wages, provide for protection from 
storm and acccideat, establish the rights 
of promotion for merit and security 
from unjust discharge and recognize 
the right of organisation, freedom of 
petition and independent political ac- 
tion.
